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DR. BRUCE CHOWN, 

M.C., B.A., M.D., HON. D.Sc., S.M. 


Dr. Chown, whose father was the first Dean of Medicine in Manitoba, was born in Winnipeg in 1893. He 
graduated from McGill with a B.A. in 1914 and then served in the First World War. Returning to Manitoba, 
he received his M.D. in 1922. His postgraduate studies took him to Columbia, Johns Hopkins and Cornell. 
He returned to Winnipeg in 1926 as pathologist to the Children's Hospital, and later became Superintendent 
of the hospital. In 1950 he became full Professor of Paediatrics at the University of Manitoba, the first full time 
Professor of Paediatrics in Canada. 

In his scientific career, has has been author or co-author of 116 papers. One hundred of these have 
appeared since his fiftieth birthday. 

Dr. Chown is best known for his work in the study of blood group incompatibility including the Rh 
group. Over the years he assembled a group including Miss Marion Lewis, Drs. W.D. and J.M. Bowman, Dr. 
David Grewar, and others to launch a programme for early detection and prompt effective therapy for all 
affected babies of Rh-mothers in Manitoba. Such a programme in unique in North America. 

Dr. Chown returned from World War I with a Military Cross. He was Senior Stick in Medicine in 1922 
and was the first Honourary President of the Manitoba Medical Students' Association. On receiving this 
honour, he presented to the M.M.S.A. a gold headed cane that had belonged to his father. Dr. Chown 
received an honourary degree from the University of Manitoba, (D.Sc.), and the Centennial Scientific 
Award in 1967. He received the principal Gairdner Award in 1968. 

As a tribute to a medical lifetime of service to the Children's Hospital, the University of Manitoba, and 
to medical science everywhere, the Children's Hospital and the Department of Paediatrics of the University 
of Manitoba honoured Dr. Bruce Chown on October 10th, 1968 on the occasion of his approaching 75th 
birthday. 

It is fitting that one who has contributed so much to his University and to the community should be 
honoured in his lifetime. The large attendance of colleagues, former pupils and residents from all over 
Canada and parts of the U.S.A. provided ample evidence of the affection and esteem in which Dr. Bruce 
Chown is held.
